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CARING FOR 
MILITARY 
CEMETERIES 


(By Mary Macleod Moore.) 


On Armistice Day the memory of 
those who died fill all minds and soft- 
ens all hearts. In the two minutes of 
silence we commune with them again 
and recapture for an instant the 
sense of nearness, realizing like Tyl!- 
Tyl when he saw the flowers in the 
churchyard opening, “There are no 
dead.” 

Out in the old war zone you ever 
feel close to the beloved heroic dead, 
for the bare broken country is haunt- 
ed by the memory of thousands who 
passed that way and are now com- 
memorated by the crosses in the cem- 
eteries. 

The living are sweeping ever near- 
er and nearer to their deliverers. Men 
whose graves were lonely two or three 
years ago because they were set in 
the midst of desolation are accompan- 
ied this year by the people they help- 
ed to save, and little children place 
flowers on the graves of British sol- 
diers who won back for them their 
homes. 


The people of France and Belgium 
do not forget . They are too near the 
war and its effects. Not only are they 
reminded of our people as they pass 
and repass the cemeteries to the dead 
of the British Empire; but here and 
there all over the Western front they 
see the monuments of the Empire's 
men as well as to those of France and 
Belgium. Such, for example, as the 
memcrial to the 9th London on Hill 
60, and the monument lately unveiled 
at Monchy-le-Preux to the 87th Divi- 
sion. 


In many of the towns and villages 
there are local war memorials cither 
erected or in course of erection. They 
tell for the benefit of future genera- 
tions of French and Belgians of the 
men “mort au champs d’honneur.” 
Monumets upon which stands a “poi- 
lu,” perhaps; or some tall, simple 
stone bears the laurel-crowned name 
of “Jean,” “Emile,” and “Loui each 
ef whom “tombre pour la patrie.” 


In communal cemeteries where our 
men are buried the village people lov- 
ingly tend their graves, and on All 
Souls’ Day the resting places of the 
aures are* covered with flowers. In 
one little village cemetery in Belgium 
I saw the graves of one Canadian, two 
unknown Italian soldiers who died as 
prisoners during the occupation, and 
several French refugees. Al! lie close 
tcgether in the foreigners’ corner, and 
upon all flowers were laid. 

Monuments to the dead from Can- 
ada are to be seen in some places and 
as time goes on I suppose more will 
be erected at spots particularly asso 
ciated with Canada. And it is prob- 
able that Canada will make a special 
effort on behalf of the Ypres League 
which aims at keeping at Ypres a Rol' 
of Honor of all who fell in defers 


that historic place, providing infor- 
mation about battlefields ceme- 
teries, and founding of hostel for vis 


itors. 

There stands in an open space one 
white monument telling of the valour 
of men from Nova Scotia who fell ar! 
Passchendaele. The inscription on the 
tabled attached to the stone reads: 

“85th Infantry Battalion (Nova 
Scotia Highlanders), B.E.F. This 
tablet is erected by the battalion in 
memory of the gallant comrades wh«¢ 
gave their lives in the operation be- 
fore Passchendaele at Decline Copse, 
and Vienna Cottage, October 28th to 
81st, 1917.” 

The tablet commemorates one ma- 
jor, three captains, nine lieutenants 
and a long list of “other ranks” who 
“went West” in that terrible engage- 
ment, 


Canadians have heard much about | 
the unveiling of a cross at Thelus 
Cemetery, Vimy Ridge, on Dominion 
Day by the Canadian Prime Minister 
There seems to bean idea that this is 
a special Canadian monument. It 
not, however. It the great cross 
of sacrifice which is to stand in every 
cemetery where the British are bur- 
ied. Fortunately, it was ready for 
erection at a time which had a spe- 
cial Canadian significance, and so it 
is associated with the birthday of the 
Dominion, 

At the base of this cross, reached 
by fields where the young corn was 
waving, I looked at the wreaths which

told of French friendship, A laurel 
wreath bore the words “Aux Heros 
Canadiens, Le Municipalite de la 


Theuls,” and another was a souvenir 
from the city of Arras. 

In this cemetery there are the 
graves of many of those who fell at 
Vimy Ridge. One cross, marked by 
a maple leaf, is to the memory of 
Canadians killed in action on the 9th 
of April, 1917, and the unknown offi- 
cers and men killed on that date are 
specially remembered, A sweet lav- 
ender_bush scented the air near their 
graves. 

In what was an open space but now 
is being built upon there stands the 
Vimy monument to the officers, con- 
commissioned officers and men of the 
Canadian Corps Artillery. Shell cases 


surrounded the monument and 
wreaths of flowers lay at its base, 
Criticism is easy and cheap, so 


there are always found persons who 
ask what the Imperial War Graves 
Commission is doing to complete per 
manently the military cemeteries 


which are to be kept in order in per- 
petuity. 
Some of those whose men fell think 


\of the cemeteries still as bare lonely 


places of war days. Few are. Some 
are beautiful already. Men say bitier 
ly that the war and the men who died 
are alike forgotten, but when you 
visit the war cemeteries you realiz. 
that here at least they are remember- 
ed and their graves honored, 


For its sweetness and peace I shall 
remember long a little finished cem- 
etery near Viamertinghe. Here stand: 
the Cross of Sacrifice, and the mas* 
sive Stone of Remembrance, and the 
walls are being placed in position. 
The graves are levelled, and beneath 
the headstones is a border of brigh* 
flowers, while grass beautifully tend- 
ed makes a lawn in front of each row 
On each headstone appears the, negi 
ment, badge and religious emblem of 
the soldier, and at the foot of the 
stone the persona) inscription allowed 
to the next of kin, 

Some of these are touching in the’ 
simplicity. “Gone but not forgotten 
by Mum and Dad,” reads one with its 
pathetic reminder of the reaching out 
of simple human love to one who no - 
walks in the spacious fields of eter- 
nity.” “I thank my God for every re 
membrance of you,” said another 
while in bitterness of spirit someone 
had inscribed the words “If this be the 
fruit of war, pray God for wars tc 
cease.” 

Cemeteries where permanent work 
is by no means completed are yet 
beautiful because of the care given t 
the grass and flowers. Such a one is 
to be found at Esquelbecaq, close to the 
old No, 2 Canadian Casualty Cleariny 
Station. 

At Nine Elms, Poperinghe, alsv 
well kept, we came upon a party of 
gardeners working. At the gate stood 
one of the great motor vans labelled 
“Travelling Garden Party No. 6” 
and a crown with the initials “I. W 
G.C.” In these vans a number of men 
are moved from place to place with 
their tools and food, so that little 
time is lost. 

Over 900 cemeteries in France and 
Belgium have been horticulturally 
treated and visits are paid to abou‘ 
600 weekly, The gardening staff num- 
bers, 1,148, all skilled men who work 
under the supervision of the Assistant 
Director of Kew Gardens, who is bo- 
tanical adviser to the Imperial War 
Graves Commission. 

Many cemeteries are now closed 
and bear the sign which tells that un- 
der no circumstances may any more 
interments take place therein. Others 
have ample room for the bodies which 
are still being found in the battle- 
fields and buried with reverence. 

When I was in the war zone last 
year only three cemeteries were quite 
and Le Treport. This year the fol- 
lowing are either finished or aimnsi 
finished—Wimereaux Communal, Ter- 
lincthun British, Boulougn Eastern 
Ktaples Military (with 11,000 graves) 
Les Baraques Military, Calais South- 
ern, Lijssenthoek Military, Brandhoek 
New Military, Brandroek ;Military, 
Hop Store Vlamertinghe, Vlamer- 
tinghe Military, Vignacourt British 
and Douellens Communal Cemetery 
(which many Canadians will remem- 
ber). 

The number of cemeteries in France 
and Belgium now out to contract for 
and in course of, permanent construc- 
tion is 111, and in these are over 8,000 
Canadian graves. 

Even where the cemeteries are not 
yet in permanent order, the Cross of 
Sacrifice is being placed in position 
Already it stands in three cemeteries 
near Amiens, in eight near Albert, in 
nine near Arras, in five near Lens (in- 
cluding that at Thelus), in two near 
Valenciennes, at one near Frevent 
one near Lillers, at White City, Bois 
Grenier, Armenticres; and in seven 
cemeteries near Ypres 

In addition the Imperial War 
Graves Commission is now arrang- 
ing to place the Cross of Sacrifice in 
Forty more cemeteries, close to Pop- 
eringhe, Ypres, Armentieres, Bethune 


St. Pol, Arras, Albert, Amiens, Le 
Chateau, Lens, Cambrai and Valen- 
ciennes. Two hundred more are out 


to contract. 
Over 20,000 permanent headstones 
ere in France and Belgium, and about 
120,000 are out to contract. soon 
as they are ready they replace the 
ld crosses. 

I have only, so far, told of France 
and Belguim, of which I have personal 
knowledge, But in Egypt nine cemeter- 
ies are out to contract, and construc- 
tion has begun in one at Cairo and one 
ai Alexandria. In Palestine four arc 
being put in order permanently. In 
Italy ten have been completed and 
four more are in course of construc 
tion. In distant Macedonia ten are 
soon to be finished, and in British 
East Africa one, while the Cross of 
Sacrifices raises its whiteness in 
Nairobi Cemetery (Kenya Colony) 
In Gallipoli there are 36 cemeteries 
out to contract. 

On Armistice Day when we think 


with a sense of comfort of the rever- 
ently attended graves of our dear 
dead, let us remember also those 


whose bodies are marked by no stone 
for no man knows their sepulchre, and 
the men whose grave was the mighty 
ocean, whose memorial is found only 
in the hearts of a grateful people.

Macleod Utilities Show Surplus of $15,000.00 
For Year 1921 ---- A Creditable Administration 
of The Town’s Affairs For The Present Year 


At the regular meeing of the 
flown Council held on Monday, Nov- 


ember 2ist, there were present 
Mayor Fawcett, Councillors Me- 
.ichol, Morris, Macleod, Gardiner 


und Thewlis, and Secretary-Treasurer 
Brown. 
After routine business Mayor Faw- 


cett stated to the council that the 
cancellation of the Anderton sub- 
division had been accomplished. 


Also a report of delegates to the con- 
vention of the Union of Municipali- 
ties, held in Calgary, Nov. 16th and 
l7th, was heard, Councillors Me- 
Nichol and Morris, the delegates, in 
their report, showed that the ten- 
dency of the convention appeared to 
be to discuss matters pertaining to 
cities, towns hardly receiving due 
consideration. The delegates from 
Macleod were active in presing upon 
the convention the importance of con- 
sideration of town affairs as well as 
cities, and were successful in block- 
ing some resolutions detrimental to 


town civic management. 
At this stage of the proceedings 
the auditor’s report for 1921 was 


tabled and discussed at some length. 
The outstanding feature of the report 
was the fact that the utilities showed 
a surplus for the first time in a num 
ber of years, electric light and power 
showing $1676.70 surplus, and water- 
works $1239.00, a total surplus of 
$2915.70 up to the 31st of October. 
lor verification of these figures read- 
ers are referred to the auditor's re- 
port as published in this issue of The 
Times. 


Analysis of Auditor’s Report and a 
Comparison 
An analysis of the October state- 


ment for this year and a comparison 
with the statement of 1919 brings out 
some very agreeable surprises. Be- 
low we give some comparisons taken 
from auditor’s report in question: 
Power house operation accounts— 
this ineludes fuel, wages, oil, waste, 
ete. (exepnditure): 
1919 26,284.98 
1921 14,470.86 
a reduction of $11,814.12. The rev- 
enue from the electric light depart- 
ment is $10.40 more, while the rev- 
enue from the waterworks is $1875.18 
treater than in 1919. This is due 
partly to a better check being kept 
on water users for lawns, gardens,

etc., and the negotiation of a new} 
water agreement with the C.P.R.| 
which is very much more favorabie | 
to the town than the one previously 
in force, Under the heading of occa- 
sional sales for this year the sum of | 
$2027.15 appears. This covers work 
done by the electrician wiring houses, 
also work done for private persons in 
the power plant workshop. In 1919 
nothing appears to have been taken | 
under this head. 

These amounts total $15,726.85 and 
cover the first ten months only of the 
year. Such a saving as this in times} 
like these seems almost too good to 
be true. Although the greater por- 
tion of this amount has been reinvest- 
ed in the new machinery, the balance 
sheet shows a surplus of $1676.70 for 
electrict light and $1239 for water. | 
This is the first time in many years 
that the utilities have had a favorabl« 
balance, and we feel that the citizens 


should greatly appreciate the fact 
that the utilities have turned the cor-

The Red Cross drive for member- 
ship which took place in June last will 
be in the memory of all citizens. One 
of the main objects was to establish 
interest in peace time work for the 
improvement of health, the prevention 
of disease and the lessening of suffer- 
ing. 


The I1,0.D.E. took charge of the 
campaign and a_ special committee 
with Mrs. J. W. McDonald as presi- 


dent and Mrs. W. A. Gordon as secre- 
tary, secured some 260 senior mem 
bers, and at the same time there was 
a good enrollment of scholars for the 
Juvenile Red Cross. This latter 
branch numbers some 18,000 members 
throughout the province and is doing 
wonderful work in looking after crip 
pled children. The principal object of 
the Juvenile Red Cross ideal, namely 
to look after children less fortunate 
than themselves, is being most nobly 
carried out, 

Subsequent to the closing of the 
membership campaign the local chap- 
ter of the 1.0.D.E, combined to carry 
on the work which it has done for 
long in looking after the many needs 
of the district so far as lay in its 
power. 

Latterly, however, owing to the 
need for furnishing relief and assist 
ance to the country districts, it has 
been felt that the work was getting 
too heavy for the L0.D.E.,which com- 
prises only lady members, and that 
the present situation could probably 
be better met by the formation of 1 
mixed committee. 

It was therefore considered advis- 
able to discuss the question of the 
formation of a local branch of the 
ted Cross Society, and the head of 
fice at Calgary was asked to send 
down a representative. 

A well attended meeting was held 
on Monday, 21st inst at 8 p.m. at the 
Town Hall with Mayor Fawcett in the 
chair. Representatives of all churches 
fraternal, women’s and Farmers’ or- 
ganizations were present. The mayor 
in his opening remarks, referred to 
the Red Cross membership campaign 
already mentioned, and commended 
the present objects and aims of the 
society. He then called upon Colonel 
G. L. MeDonell, D.C.M., the Red Cross 
representative, to speak on the sub 
ject of local organization and the best 
methods of handling the various prob 
lems of relief. During the past two

and. It also leaves the settlers with- 
{out firewood, fence posts or poles of 
any kind. But trees are like any other 
plants—they will not grow without 
| plenty of moisture. Irrigation makes 
pessible the growing of trees, and 
apart from other advantages, this 
| adds greatly to the appearance of the 
home, 

Then, too, smaller farms bring al! 
the comforts and conveniences of com 
munity life, while large and unpro 
ductive farms rob the people ‘of these 
because they are widely scattered and 
far from neighbors and friends. 

By the system of irrigation large 
tracts of land which were useless in 
| ‘heir natural state have been reclaim 
ed and are now fruitful sources for 
the world’s need, and the home of 
thousands of prosperous people. As 
an example of what may be accomp- 
lished by applying water to the pro- 
ner kind of soil, we may look at the 
State of California. Great parts of 
this state are of sand, which in its 
dry state would produce nothing; but 
{under irrigation it is one of the weal- 
|thiest states of the American Union 
|} To farm under this system means 
|of course, increased labor, but it has 
|elso the advantae in that it gives the 
| farmer control of the moisture in his 
land; for it often happens in the wet 
climates that crops are destroyed in 
; the harvest time because of the ex- 
cessive rain, and this is greater loss 
than not to produce a crop. 
| Such climates are usually more sub 
| ject to early frosts and severe winters 
while in dry areas, generally speak 
ing, stock can live out on the open 
ranves nearly all winter. 

These are some of the apparent 
benefits of irrigation, although it is

It must be kept in mind that farm- 
ing under irrigation is entirely differ 
ent from that known as dry farminyz 
and that to prove a success the area 
to be worked must be greatly reduced 
because of the more intensive work 
Endeavoring to work too much 
been the cause of failure in 
many instances on account of the ad- 
ded cost of applying water which in

come cases will amount to five dollars 
per acre. This is fixed 
charge which must always be paid 
It is unwise for the farmer to under- 
take to cultivate large areas, becaus» 
very often laborers are too hard to 
obtain and are not dependable. From

On the other hand, care must be 
taken if the contain a large 
quantity of clay; otherwise, baking of 
the surface\and water logging are 
likely to follow. 

Soils containing alkali are especi- 
ally to be avoided under this system 
of farming.

Irrigation is artificiat means of 
| bringing water onto the land, It is 
carried on in all parts of the world, 
ir many different methods, In Egyp: 
the people depend upon the overflow 
of the Nile. In the floods they bank 
up the floor plains, so that the watei 
will flow into them, Then they can 
let the water out as they want it 
This is a method used in parts of 
South China, too. 

Irrigation is carried on in 
Japan, England, and United States 
Many methods are used. One method 
that is used in China, Japan and the 
United States is to run a main canal 
or ditch from a lake or river and run 
lateral ditches from this main ditch. 
In this way a great area can be ¢rri- 
gated at once. 

The method used chiefly in England 
is to place poles in the ground about 
a rod apart, pipes are then placed on 
the top of these posts and water is 
taken from one part of the field to 
another. This method is used also in 
British Columbia in the fruit lands. 
But it is so expensive that it is not 
curried on extensively. 

Another way of irrigation is to 
place tiles about six inches below the 
ground, The moisture is then brought 
up the surface by capilary action. 

There are many other ways of irri- 
gation. But we are most interested 
in the way it is carried on in our dis- 
trict. A main ditch is run from a 
swift stream or river and lateral dit- 
ches are run from this main ditch. 
In this way hundreds of acres can be 
irirgated at once, 

Irrigation is a very necessary thing 
in a dry country for agriculture, It 
make a redder wheat kernel; it also 
makes the bran, shorts and flour of a 
much better quality; there is 
larger quantites of straw grown for 
the livestock, 

Irrigation helps fertilize the soi! 
It brings the mineral food from the 
viver for the plants and also helps dis- 
solve the plant food that is already in 
the soil—for a plant can only take 
the food that is in liquid. 

Irrigation plays an important part 
in keeping the soil from drifting. It 
will be noticed that when soil is moist 
it compacts and therefore the wind

Irrigation helps kill the plagues, 
such as beetles, cutworms and grass 
hoppers. For it is noticed that these 
insects always infests the  knolls 
where the soil is driest. If there was 
an abundance of moisture these in- | 
sects would not bother the crops si | 
much. | 


Irrigation is a very good thing for | 
the live stock, for with the abundance 
of moisture there will be an abund- 
ance of hay and pasture. | 

With the help of irrigation’ the , 
country’s produce is very great and | 
it can ship large quantities of live- | 
stock, grains, butter and cheese. 
When a country ships out so much} 
produce it brings more money into the 
country; therefore irrigation helps to 
increase the trade and commerce, 

When irrigation is carried on in a 
country it soon becomes rich and 
prosperous and settlers come in to 
settle; therefore irrigation helps to 
increase the population. 

Irrigation is a great benefit to the 
working class, for with irrigation in 
the country the farmer is always sure 
{of a good harvest and he will need la- 
‘borers to help him gather it, and the} 
government .will also need men _ to 
{keep the irrgation works in order. 

In the construction of these irriga- 
tion ditches the country needs learned 
men such as carpenters, contractors, 
surveyors and engineers. Soon young 
men become apprentices to these and

in turn become skilled mechanics. | 
Therefore irrigation benefits educa-' 
tion. |

WHY NOT READ CANADIAN

of a nation as its literature. What 
does jit mean to us that we live in the 
home of our fathers if we have no 
record of their deeds, no picture of the 
lives they lived, and if the unfolding 
of our country’s history is not invest- 
ed with the charm of romance?

GERMANY LIKELY TO SEEK 
} FOREIGN LOAN TO MEET 
REPARATIONS PAYMENT 


BERLIN, Nov. 21.—A communica 
tion handed to the reparations com- 
mission by Dr. Wirth, the chancellor 
telling of the German government's 
willingness to seek foreign credits re- 
quired to meet the January repara- 
| tions payment to the allies, has been 
| received by the public as confirmation 
of the belief popularly held that the 
fovernment possess no allusions as 
regards its liability to secure a period 
of grace in which to meet its obliga- 
tions. The commission left Saturday 
for Paris without answering the com 
munication, but-in official quarters the 
belief is expressed that reply will 
be forthcoming from Paris. 

Although the heads of the foreig. 
office are reported to have made 
strong efforts to impress the mem- 
bers of the commission with the inter- 
national and external effects of a 


| forced entry by Germany into the for- 


eign money markets, it is asserted 
that the commissioner’s have declined 
to suggest other measures of relief 
for the country. 

The Reichbank’s statement for the 
week of November 15, which was pub- 
lished on the eve of the departure of 


the addition of 2,500,000,000 marks in 
new paper to the national currency, 
bringing the total to more than 102- 
600,000,000 marks, of which 7,000,000- 
000 is in loan bank notes. The present 
heavy output of fresh paper money 
has been all the more conspicuous as 
it occurred in the mid-month period. 
Speculation has been stimulated as 
to the total at the close of the year.

(When Has a Woman 
The Right to Vote 


TORONTO, Nov. 21.—When has a 
woman the right to vote? This ques- 
tion is being generally asked in Can-, 
ada today, especially in view of the| 
recent amendments to the Dominion 
Election Act, which give women a 
wider share in political affairs than 
formerly. 

Under thé present act, as amended 
{in the @ast session of parliament, any 
woman who is a British subject of 
the full age of 21 years, and who is 
not prohibited for any reason, has 
equal rights with men in holding eelc- 
tion offices; being a candidate for the 
House of Commons, and in voting. 
| Foreign women who were not born 
in North America, but who through 
| marriage become British subjects, do 
|not have the right to vote, despite 
their British citizenship, unless they 
}secure a certificate from a judge cer | 
jtifying that they possess qualifica- 
| tions entitling them to become natur- 
alized. Any foreign woman, who has 
been personally naturalized, but who 
has acquired the status of a British 
|subject through marriage, tan nev- 
ertheless not vote, unless born on the 
continent of North America, without 
a certificate of qualification from a 
judge. This means that if an Italian 
woman, born in Italy, becomes a Brit- 
ish subject by marrying a Canadian 
she would not be entitled to vote in! 
the Dominion elections. But in the 
same woman happened to be born in| 
the United States, or even Mexico, | 
and acquired British citizenshir 
through matrimony, she would be en- 
titled to vote because of her citizen-| 
ship and without the qualifying certi- 
ficate demanded in the case of the wo- 
man born outside of North America 

The same rule applies to any wo- 
man born in North America, and out- 
side of Canada, who secures Britis! 
citizenship through marriage, no 
matter what her race, creed or color 
Any woman born of foreign-born par- 
ents in Canada is a natural born Brit- 
ish subject, and neither needs to mar- 
ry nor secure a certificate from a 
judge in order to cast a ballot.
